Cont in rib, working a button¬ 
hole (as before) in every foil 20th 
row from previous buttonhole 
until 6 buttonholes have been 
worked from commencement. 

Cont in rib until band is long 
enough to ft (slightly stretched) 
along fronts, across tops of 
sleeves and back of neck. Cast 
off tightly in rib, 

POCKET TOPS; Slip

P 2 tog. Fasten off. 

Slip centre st on to a length of 
wool and leave. Join in wool at 
centre front and work on rem sts to 
correspond with other side.

sleeve and 31 (33) (35) sis across 


back of neck, 168 (178) (188) sts, 

1st round: * K 1, p 1; rep from 
* to end of round. 

Work 8 rounds in rib, dec once at 
each side of centre st in every round, 
keeping centre st plain. 

Work 1 round without shaping. 

Work 8 rounds in rib, inc once at 
each side of centre st in every round, 
keeping centre st plain. 

Cast off loosely in rib, 

TO MAKE UP: With a slightly 
damp cloth and warm iron, press 
lightly. vSew up side and sleeve 
seams. Fold neck hand in half on 
to wrong side and slip stitch neatly 
in position. Finally, press all seams.

1st row: K 2, * p 1, k 1; rep from 

* to last st, k L 

2nd row: K 1, * p 1, k 1; rep 
from * to end of row. 

Rep 1st and 2nd rows 7 times, 
then 1st row once. 

18th row: Inc once in first st, 
(rib 12 (13) (14), inc once in next st) 
twice, rib M (13) (15), inc once in 
last st. 43 (47) (51) sis. 

Using No 4 fiddles, work as fol¬ 
lows:— 

1st row: K, 

2nd row: P. 

Rep these 2 rows twice. 

Cont in slst, inc once at each end 
of needle in next and every foil 8th 
row until there are 63 (67) (71) sts 
on needle. 

Cont without shaping until side 
edge measures 20 ins, or length re¬ 
quired, from commencement, finish¬ 
ing with a p row. 

Cast off 2 sts at beg of next 2 
rows. 

Dec once at each end of needle 
in next and every all row until 25 
sts rem, then in every row until 15 
sts rem. Cast off, 

FRONT BAND: Using No 8 
needles, cast on * sts. 

1st row: K 2, * p 1, k 1; rep from 

* to last st, k 1. 


2nd row: K 1, * p 1, k 1; rep 
from * to end of row. 

Rep 1st and 2nd rows once. 

5th row: Rib 3, cast off 3 sts, rib 

3. 

6th row: Rib 3, cast on 3 sts, rib 

3. 

Cont in rib, working a button¬ 
hole as before in every foil 17th and 
18th rows from previous buttonhole 
until 3 buttonholes in all have been 
worked from commencement. 

Com in rib until band is long 
enough to fit, slightly stretched, 
along fronts and across back of 
neck. Cast off in rib, 

POCKET TOPS: (both alike). 
Slip set of 19 pocket sis left on stitch 
holder on to a No 8 needle so that 
right side of work will be facing 
when working 1st row. 

Using No 8 needles, work as fol¬ 
lows:— 

1st row: K 2, * p I, k 1; rep from 
* to last st, k 1. 

2nd row: K 1, * p I, k I; rep 
from * to end of row'. 

Rep 1st and 2nd rows once, then 
1st row once. 

Cast off in rib, 

TO MAKE UP: With a slightly 
damp cloth and warm iron, press 
lightly. Sew up side, shoulder and 
sleeve seams. Sew in sleeves, plac¬ 
ing seams to side seams. Sew front 
band in position. Slip stitch pocket 
linings in position on wrong side 
and pocket tops on right side. Sew 
on buttons to correspond with but¬ 
tonholes. Finally, press all seams, 

END 
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
